He said his firms hav e not dealt 
with the Morocco insurance agen-j 
cy for almost two years, and are^ 
currently insured with the Securi-' 
ty Financial Insurance Corp., Bal-i 
timore. 
He added that Lefkowitz is sup­ 
ported by Eastern banking inter-i 
ests who are opposed to inv est-1 
ment money going west. 
Lefkowitz identified the Moroc­ 
co concern as the International 
Guaranty and Insurance Co.

Amid Homes 


Big Sky Freighter 
Rains Fiery Death 
Upon Chicago Area 


CHICAGO (AP» — A Super-H 
Constellation cargo plane, trying 
to return to Midway Airport on 
three of its four engines, crashed 
and 
exploded

spreading fieiy death and terror 
throughout a sleeping residential 
area. 
The big Trans World Airlines 
plane plowed through four homes 
and an apartment building, show­ 
ering debris and flaming gasoline 
ov er an area of sev eral blocks.

No. 2 Engine Catches Fire 
Pilot Claude W. Helwig. 40. a 
v eteran of 14 years with the air­ 
line. was in radio contact with 
Midway’s control tower after take­ 
off when suddenly he said: 
"Uh, Midway tower. TWA fiv e- 
nine-fiv e (Helwig’s plane). We just 
got a fire bell on No. 2. We’re 
coming back in. We’v e shut it 
down.” 
This meant a signal on the in­ 
strument panel indicated the No, 
2 engine was on fire and that the 
crew had shut the engine off. The 
burning engine was the one near­ 
est the fu.selage on the left side. 
The man on duty in the tower 
told Helwig to take any runway 
he wanted. He offered to alert 
¡emergency giound equipment, but 
Helwig told him he could see the 
field and was coming in on Run­ 
way 31, the longest at Midway.

^ ale and Harvard universities, in withdraw­ 
ing irom the federal student loan program in 
piolest against the loy alty affidavit required of 
loan applicants, are following a path blazed by 
other institutions, most of them smaller. Bry n 
Mawr, Haverford, Princeton, and Swarthmore 
rciused last y ear to participate in the program.

Reed, and Wilming­ 
ton-returned their federal loan funds. Protests

The disputed loy alty -oath requirement was 
adopted by Congress without debate as an 
amendment to the bill which became the Nation­ 
al Defense Education Act of 19 58 . It prov ides 
that a loan applicant must swear “ that he does 
not believ e in, and is not a member of and does 
not support any organization that believ es in or 
teaches the ov erthrow of the United States 
gov ernment by force or v iolence or by any 
illegal or unconstitutional methods.” 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare Arthur S, Fleming last December 15 said 
the requirement would do little or no good, 
inasmuch as real subv ersiv es “ hav e no scruples 
about signing such an affidav it and taking such 
an oath.” On similar grounds— and that the oath

The Television Scandal 


It is alway s fascinating to get the other fellow’s 
point of view and I got it plentifully in the case of 
Charles Van Doren. 
Letters poured in. 
The gist of 
the letters is that I had written absolving Van Doren 
of all sins, misdemeanors, felonies, etc., and that 
therefore I. too, am wicked. Occasionally , one recalled 
that I had written that I thought the punishment 
should fit the crime and that the punishment should 
include all who are guilty of a vile hoax. 
Most who wrote disagreed with me. 
But the 
reasons for disagreeing were varied. 
They ran* m 
two schools: 
1. That Van Doren is guilty of perjury ; 
2. 
That as he is more educated than the m an­ 
agers of his network, the heads of the sponsoring 
companies, the advertising agencies, etc., etc., he is 
more guilty than the others. 


Regardnig Point One, neither my readers nor 
I know any thing about the alleged perjury . 
A 
Grand Jury handed down a presentment. 
The 
foreman of the Grand Jury was a distinguished 
gentleman, Louis Hacker, who had been Dean of 
the School of General Studies at Columbia Univer­ 
sity . Judge Mitchell D. Schweitzer took the unusual 
and not understandable step of suppressing the 
presentment so that it was not made public and 
to this day , exactly what was said is a well-kept 
secret. That presentment should be made public 
or Judge Schweitzer should give a satisfactory 
explanation for its suppression. 


There was no indictment of any kind. The District 
Attorney of New York County , Frank S, Hogan, has 
served in that office 17 y ears and has never been 
accused of malfeasance. 
He has not prosecuted 
Charles Van Doren for perjury . It is therefore incor­ 
rect to accuse Charles Van Doren of perjury because 
the misdemeanor has not been established in a court 
of law before a jury of his peers. 
Perjury is the “wilful and corrupt taking of a 
false oath with regard to a material m atter in a 
judicial proceeding.” In some states, all false swear­ 
ing is perjury . However, under our sy stem of juris­ 
prudence no man is guilty of an offense unless and 
until he is proved to be so by due process of the law. 
Even a confession does not make a person guilty , for 
he may confess to an offense to hide the guilt of 
another or he may be psy chotic and glory in the 
publicity about his own evil nature. 
Point Two, now there can no longer be any ques­ 
tion but that there has been considerable and nasty 
cheating on the television quiz programs. 
That has 
been established bey ond doubt. 
But who did the cheating? Who is really respons­ 
ible? 
Who benefited most by the cheating? 
The 
questions have not been answered and probably will 
never be, because it is alway s someone down the 
line who is hired to take the blame. 
He is like 
a 
Sitz-Redakteur in a revolutionary country —an editor 
who is to go to jail when somebody must be arrested 
for publishing an article which the government in 
power does not like. 
Usually such a “sit-editor,” to 
translate the term, is not an editor at all. When he 
is not in jail, he does nothing. 


Too many men now proclaim their innocence 
of a hoax that was general in the business. 
It 
is impossible, unbelievable, not acceptable that 
they did not know what was happening in proper­ 
ties worth millions of dollars. 
It is unbelievable 
that men occupy ing such exalted positions, who 
must know their way around, did not know what 
other men were doing with their money and their 
property to say nothing of their sacred honor. 


Therefore, I wrote and still maintain that public 
opinion has been too rough on Charles Van Doren and 
too lenient on all the other persons involved in this 
hoax. 
Crooked is crooked and foul is foul. 
But the 
giver is as bad as the taker; the hirer for a m urder 
is as evil as the murdered. 
Why make distinctions 
where none exist in the nature of things? 
Before 
these investigations are over, television will undoubt­ 
edly become lily pure for 
a while until tricky minds 
find another gimmick to amuse those who like to 
watch television when it is interesting and exciting. 
The public may tire of Westerns and murders and 
television will have to come up with something, it 
already having failed at humor. 
I wonder how many of those who want Charles 
Van Doren to be stoned, cheat about their income 
taxes. It would be interesting to know.

Differing Attitudes About Student Loan Law 


WASHINGTON - Congress has 
appropriated $31,000,000 a y ear 
under the National Defense Act 
for loans to needy students for 
their 
education 
provided 
they 
sign an anti-Communist affidavit 
in supplement to an oath of alle­ 
giance to uphold the government 
of the United States. But 12 uni­ 
versities and colleges, out of 1,370 
institutions which have been par­ 
ticipating in the program, now 
refuse to continue under it. They 
declare that the anti-Communist 
stipulation raises unnecessarily a 
suspicion of disloy alty . 
The colleges are required by 
law to provide only one dollar of 
their own funds for every nine 
dollars furnished by the federal 
government for student loans, but 
the educational institutions say 
nevertheless that they are obliged 
to act as trustees or agents of the 
government 
in 
allocating 
the 
money . 
Most of the institutions which 
have declined to cooperate in the 
program can finance needy stu­ 
dents in other way s. John 
F. 
Morse, administrator of the loan 
fund in the Office of Education 
here, say s: 
“This act was passed for the 
benefit of needy students, not for 
the institutions. Wealthy institu­ 
tions 
may 
well 
provide 
these 
benefits from other sources, but 
there are a number of institutions 
which, if they were to take the 
stand Harvard, Yale and others 
have taken, would literally force 
students out of college.” 
Some of the college executives 
say they don’t object to the tak­ 
ing of the oath of allegiance by 
the students, 
but they do not 
want to see an anti-Communist 
affidavit 
included. 
They 
argue 
that it is unnecessary and singles 
the students out as a class. To 
this, several Senators reply that 
to take the oath and refuse to 
sign the anti-Communist affida­ 
vit is a contradiction. 
Senator 
Bridges. 
Republican, 
of 
New 
Hampshire, for instance, say s the 
students should deem it an honor 
to sign the document in question. 
The net result may be the pas­ 
sage by the next session of Con-

Amendments have been offered 
by Senator Russell of Georgia,

ticipate in Communist organiza­

He 
would, in addition, be required to 
take the same oath of allegiance

erally . As one Senator pointed 
out, the students enrolled in the 
Reserve Officers Training Corps 
in the colleges have alway s had 
to take a loy alty oath. 
The temper of the majority in 
the Senate was reflected in the 
debate last sum m er over the pro­ 
posed repeal of the “ loy alty ” sec­ 
tion of the student-loan program, 
which motion was defeated by a 
49 -to-42 vote. Senator Dirksen of 
Illinois, Republican leader, said: 
“ What about the boy s who are 
training at Colorado Springs (Air 
Force 
Academy )? . . . What 
about the boy s at West Point? 
They held up their hands. They 
do not seem to mind doing it; 
the taking of the oath did not 
seem to bother them at all.”

RATING S Y S T E M S -A t least 
one congressman 
believes that 
the 
television 
program 
rating 
sy stems are at the root of the TV 
“ rigging” scandals, and he’s out 
to do something about it. 
Ratings are arrived at by sev­ 
eral companies who check the 
estimated 
number 
of 
persons 
watching specific shows at spe­ 
cific times. The purpose of rig­ 
ging the quiz shows, according to 
testimony before the House com­ 
mittee on legislative oversight, 
was to improve the shows’ com ­ 
petitive ratings and thereby the 
breadth of its advertising appeal. 
Rep. Frank Kowalski, Connec­ 
ticut 
Democrat, 
is 
preparing 
legislation to control and license 
these rating companies. He ques­ 
tions how a company can deter­ 
mine the viewing habits of 40 
million people by making 1,000 
telephone calls. 
Kowalski wants the government 


to examine rating methods 
to 
make sure they are scientifically 
accurate and to license only those 
companies which adhere to cor­ 
rect procedures. 
Further, 
the 
f or m e r 
arm y 
colonel and West Point graduate 
wants 
the 
government 
to 
ex­ 
amine whether the rating sy s­ 
tems make any sense at all. He 
implies the sy stems should be 
banned 
if they cannot demon­ 
strate their real worth. 
Kowalski will have some strong 
support for his proposal if and 
when it comes up for considera­ 
tion in Congress. 
A large seg­ 
m ent of the television and radio 
industry has felt for a long time 
that the rating companies are 
the real ty rants that run their 
business 
by 
influencing 
their 
sponsors to take on or cancel 
shows purely on the basis of their 
mass acceptance. 


Senator Russell, chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee, 
said: 
“ We are getting into a queer 
state of, affairs .in this country 
when we cannot mention Com­ 
munism in connection with our 
colleges, I y ield to no man in my 
respect 
for 
those 
who 
devote 
their lives to the administration 
of our great educational institu­ 
tions. But in most instances they 
are far removed from the harsh 
realities of life. I shall not aban­ 
don my responsibility to under­ 
take to protect the Treasury of 
the United States from Commu­ 
nist infiltrators merely because 
I am told that it is an insult to 
thousands of y oung men in this 
country who seek financial help 
from the government to go to 
college, to ask them to say that 
they are not Communists, or to 
ask them to take ar. oath to sup­ 
port and defend the Constitution 
of the United States.” 
Senator Johnston of South Car« 
olina. Democrat, said: 
“ In the Subcommittee on In­ 
ternal Security , we have found a 
pattern. The Communists use the

“ If we let one such person into 
a college . . . he will be protect­ 
ed to a certain extent because

The epileptic is of no help in 
describing the incident because 
he loses consciousness and does 
not know what happened. 
The phy sician must rely upon 
the description of the seizure to 
make the diagnosis.

The face of history is scarred 
with gigantic blunders.

first week of June, 1944, when 
they

Eisenhower

send thousands of ships across 
the English Channel to land an 
arm y and defeat them.

May 15th and June 3rd.

freighters, the landing ships, the 
tugs, the barges, the destroy ers 
were all in ports between Ply ­ 
mouth and Hastings.

fire bomb attack by the i^uft- 
waffe would have set D-Day back 
six months. 
Hitler didn’t order 
it. 
Gerd von Rundstedt, Com­ 
m ander in the W’est, didn’t re­ 
quest it, 
Erwin Rommel, com­ 
m ander 
of 
coast 
defenses 
in 
France, didn’t think Eisenhower 
was ready . 
What happened to all the high- 
powered brains? 
Until nov*. no 
one knew. 
Simon and Schuster 
has just published a book called 
“ The Longest Day .” It is written 
by Cornelius Ry an and it leans 
heavily on the technique of tell­ 
ing 
a 
story 
minute-by -minute. 
Mr. Ry an writes so intimately of 
all the great generals and so 
many of the G.I.’s in the boats 
that 
he 
recreates D-Day with 
m astery . To my way of thinking, 
it is the most fascinating of the 
World War II books. 
Thirty hours before the D-Day 
landings on June 6th. 1944, Field 
Marshal 
Erwin 
Rommel 
went 
home to visit his wife Maria. Be­ 
fore dawn, he and his aide. Cap­ 
tain Hellmuth Lang, rode through 
La Roche-Guy on en route to Ger­ 
many . 
Rommel left an order 
on his desk to the German 7th 
and 15th Armies: “ Every possi­ 
ble effort must be made to com­ 
plete obstacles so av to make a 
low-tide landing possible only at 
extreme cost to the enemy . , . . 
Work must be pushed forward. 
. . . completion to be reported 
to 
my 
headquarters 
by 
June 
20th.” 
Adolf Hitler was at Berchtes- 
gaden sleeping when the first 
J8 ,000 paratroopers floated down 
out of the night sky over France. 
No one awakened him. 
He and 
Rommel were certain that the 
Russian offensive would open in 
the last week of June, and the 
Allies would attempt to land in 
France at the sam e time. 
Both 
were certain 
that 
the landing 
would be in the Pas de Calais 
area. 
No one in the German hier­ 
archy considered the Cherbourg 
peninsula as an invasion point. 
The Allies, they reasoned, might 
rrpflfp 
a 
riiv prsmnarv 
landing 


there, but the real thing would 
be near Calais, far to the east. 
In the Cherbourg area, the Ger­ 
mans kept battle-fatigued divi­ 
sions, some of which were laced 
with Russian “ volunteers ” 
The High Command did not 
think of try ing to stop Eisenhow­ 
e r ’s forces beiore they left Eng­ 
land. 
Rommel and some ol the 
others kept talking about the big 
battle on the first day of the 
landings as though it was simpler 
to push the Allies back into the 
sea than to sink the ships bring­ 
ing them to France. 
On June 5th, the day before the 
invasion, the German staff order­ 
ed many of their generals to 
Rennes for war games. 
General 
Erich Marcks was preparing to 
lecture the divisional com m and­ 
ers. with big maps, on what to do 
in case the Allies landed in the 
Cherbourg area. 
He was still 
study ing the maps when he re­ 
ceived an urgent phone call from 
Gen Wilhelm Richter, who shout­ 
ed: 
“ Parachutists have landed 
east of the Orne . . . ” 
The time was 2:11 a. m 
of 
June 6th. 
Reports began to fly 
back and forth between generals 
on leave and generals play ing 
at war games. 
Von Rundstedt's 
headquarters spoke 
for all of 
them when it signalled: “Opera­ 
tions OB West holds that this is 
not a large-scale airborne opera­ 
tion . . . ” 
Admiral Kranke, German naval 
commander, was in Bordeaux. 
Gen von Schlieben was sleeping 
in a hotel room. 
General Wil­

Falley , commanding one 
of the divisions at Cherbourg,

^ ale and Harvard universities, in withdraw­ 
ing from the federal student loan program in 
piotest against the loyalty affidavit required of 
loan applicants, are following a path blazed by 
otnor institutions, most of them smaller. Bryn 
Mawr, Haverford. Princeton, and Swarthmore 
refused last year to participate in the program. 
In the spring of 1959 five more colleges— 
Amherst, Antioch. Goucher, Reed, and Wilming­ 
ton-returned their federal loan funds. Protests 
have been lodged by Bates, Bennington, Bow­ 
doin. Colby, Grinnell, St. Johns, and Sarah 
Lawrence. 


The disputed loyalty-oath requirement was 
adopted by Congress without debate as an 
amendment to the bill which became the Nation­ 
al Defense Education Act of 1958. It provides 
that a loan applicant must swear “that he does 
not believe in. and is not a member of and does 
not support any organization that believes in or 
teaches the overthrow of the United States 
government by force or violence or by any 
illegal or unconstitutional methods.” 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Wel­ 
fare Arthur S. Fleming last December 15 said 
the requirement would do little or no good, 
inasmuch as real subversives “have no scruples 
about signing such an affidavit and taking such 
an oath.” On similar grounds— and that the oath 
itself is an “affront” to needy students—opposi­ 
tion 
has been 
registered 
by the 
American 
Council on Education, the Association of Ameri­ 
can Colleges, and the American Association of 
University Professors. 
But an amendment by Senator John F. 
Kennedy (D-Mass.) that would have removed 
the oath requirement was sent back to commit­ 
tee last July 23 by a 49-42 roll-call vote of the 
Senate after two days of heated debate and 
parliamentary 
maneuvering.

include all who are guilty of a vile hoax. 
Most who wrote disagreed with me. 
But the 
reasons for disagreeing were varied. 
They ran rn 
two schools: 
1. That Van Doren is guilty of perjury: 
2. That as he is more educated than the man­ 
agers of his network, the heads of the sponsoring 
companies, the advertising agencies, etc., etc., he is 
more guilty than the others. 


Regarding Point One. neither my readers nor 
I know anything about the alleged perjury. 
A 
Grand Jury handed down a presentment. 
The 
foreman of the Grand Jury was a distinguished 
gentleman, Louis Harker, who had been Dean of 
the School of General Studies at Columbia Univer­ 
sity. Judge Mitchell D. Schweitzer took the unusual 
and not understandable step of suppressing the 
presentment so that it was not made public and 
to this day, exactly what was said is a well-kept 
secret. That presentment should be made public 
or Judge Schweitzer should give a satisfactory 
explanation for its suppression. 


There was no indictment of any kind. The District 
Attorney of New York County. Frank S. Hogan, has 
served in that office 17 years and has never been 
accused of malfeasance. 
He has not prosecuted 
Charles Van Doren for perjury. It is therefore incor­ 
rect to accuse Charles Van Doren of perjury because 
the misdemeanor has not been established in a court 
of law before a jury of his peers. 
Perjury is the “wilful and corrupt taking of a 
false oath with regard to a material m atter in a 
judicial proceeding." In some states, all false swear­ 
ing is perjury. However, under our system of juris­ 
prudence no man is guilty of an offense unless and 
until he is proved to be so by due process of the law. 
Even a confession does not make a person guilty, for 
he may confess to an offense to hide the guilt of 
another or he may be psychotic and glory in the 
publicity about his own evil nature. 
Point Two, now there can no longer be any ques­ 
tion but that there has been considerable and nasty 
cheating on the television quiz programs. 
That has 
been established beyond doubt. 
But who did the cheating? Who is really respons­ 
ible'’ 
Who benefited most by the cheating? 
The 
questions have not been answered and probably will 
never be. because it is always someone down the 
line who is hired to take the blame. He is like a 
Sitz-Redakteur in a revolutionary country—an editor 
who is to go to jail when somebody must be arrested 
for publishing an article which the government in 
power does not like. Usually such a "sit-editor," to 
translate the term, is not an editor at all. When he 
is not in jail, he does nothing. 


Too many men now proclaim their innocence 
of a hoax that was general in the business. 
It 
is impossible, unbelievable, not acceptable that 
they did not know what was happening in proper­ 
ties worth millions of dollars. 
It is unbelievable 
that men occupying such exalted positions, who 
must know their way around, did not know what 
other men were doing with their money and their 
property to say nothing of their sacred honor. 
J 
Therefore, I wrote and still maintain that public 
opinion has been too rough on Charles Van Doren and 
too lenient on all the other persons involved in this 
hoa> 
Crooked is crooked and foul is foul 
But the 
giver is as bad as the taker; the hirer for a murder 
is as evil as the murdered. 
Why make distinctions 
where none exist in the nature of things? 
Before 
these investigations are over, television will undoubt­ 
edly become lily pure for a while until tricky minds 
find another gimmick to amuse those who like to 
watch television when it is interesting and exciting. 
The public may tire of Westerns and murders and 
television will have to come up with something, it 
already having failed at humor. 
I wonder how many of those who want Charles 
Van Doren to be stoned, cheat about their income 
taxes. It would be interesting to know.

Differing Attitudes About Student Loan Law 


WASHINGTON - Congress has 
appropriated $31,000,000 a year 
under the National Defense Act 
for loans to needy students for 
their 
education 
provided 
they 
sign an anticom m unist affidavit 
in supplement to an oath of alle­ 
giance to uphold the government 
of the United States. But 12 uni­ 
versities and colleges, out of 1,370 
institutions which have been par­ 
ticipating in the program, now 
refuse to continue under it. They 
declare that the anti-Communist 
stipulation raises unnecessarily a 
suspicion of disloyalty. 
The colleges are required by 
law to provide only one dollar of 
their own funds for every nine 
dollars furnished by the federal 
government for student loans, but 
the educational institutions say 
nevertheless that they are obliged 
to act as trustees or agents of the 
government 
in 
allocating 
the 
money. 
Most of the institutions which 
have declined to cooperate in the 
program can finance needy stu­ 
dents in other ways 
John F. 
Morse, administrator of the loan 
fund in the Office of Education 
here, says: 
“This act was passed for the 
benefit of needy students, not for 
the institutions. Wealthy institu­ 
tions 
may 
well 
provide 
these 
benefits from other sources, but 
there are a number of institutions 
which, if they were to take the 
stand Harvard. Yale and others 
have taken, would literally force 
students out of college." 
Some of the college executives 
say they don’t object to the tak­ 
ing of the oath of allegiance by 
the students, but they do not 
want to see an anti-Communist 
affidavit included. 
They 
argue 
that it is unnecessary and singles 
the students out as a class. To 
this, several Senators reply that 
to take the oath and refuse to 
sign the anti-Communist affida­ 
vit is a contradiction. Senator 
Bridges, 
Republican, 
of 
New 
Hampshire, for instance, says the 
students should deem it an honor 
to sign the document in question. 
The net result may he the pas­ 
sage by the next session of Con-

gress of a different law which in 
some respects will be stiffer. 
Amendments have been offered 
by Senator Russell of Georgia, 
Democrat, and Senator Mundt of 
South Dakota. Republican, which 
would repeal the existing pro­ 
vision and substitute language 
that would make it a felony here­ 
after for anyone to accept a loan 
under the program and then par­ 
ticipate in Communist organiza­ 
tions or advocate the overthrow 
of our 
government 
by 
illegal 
means. This section of tho pro­ 
posed 
law 
would 
be 
ordered 
printed on every loan application 
form furnished to any student. He 
would, in addition, be required to 
take the same oath of allegiance 
which is prescribed for members 
of the armed forces, for mem­ 
bers of Congress and for employ­ 


es of the federal government gen­ 
erally. As one Senator pointed 
out, the students enrolled in the 
Reserve Officers Training Corps 
in the colleges have always had 
to take a loyalty oath. 
The temper of the majority in 
the Senate was reflected in the 
debate last summer over the pro­ 
posed repeal of the “ loyalty" sec­ 
tion of the student-loan program, 
which motion was defeated by a 
49-to-42 vote. Senator Dirksen of 
Illinois. Republican leader, said: 
“ What about the boys who are 
training at Colorado Springs (Air 
Force 
Academy)? . . . What 
about the boys at West Point? 
They held up their hands. They 
do not seem to mind doing it; 
the taking of the oath did not 
seem to bother them at all."

RATING SYSTEMS- A t least 
one congressman believes that 
the 
television 
program 
rating 
systems are at the root of the TV 
"rigging" scandals, and he’s out 
to do something about it. 
Ratings are arrived at by sev­ 
eral companies who check the 
estimated 
number 
of 
persons 
watching specific shows at spe­ 
cific times. The purpose of rig­ 
ging the quiz shows, according to 
testimony before the House com­ 
mittee on legislative oversight, 
was to improve the shows’ com­ 
petitive ratings and thereby the 
breadth of its advertising appeal. 
Rep. Frank Kowalski. Connec­ 
ticut 
Democrat, 
is 
preparing 
legislation to control and license 
these rating companies. He ques­ 
tions how a company can deter­ 
mine the viewing habits of 40 
million people by making 1,000 
telephone calls. 
Kowalski wants the government 


to examine rating methods to 
make sure they are scientifically 
accurate and to license only those 
companies which adhere to cor­ 
rect procedures. 
Further, 
the 
f o r me r 
army 
colonel and West Point graduate 
wants 
the 
government 
to ex­ 
amine whether the rating sys­ 
tems make any sense at all. He 
implies the systems should be 
banned if they cannot demon­ 
strate their real worth. 
Kowalski will have some strong 
support for his proposal if and 
when it comes up for considera­ 
tion in Congress. 
A large seg­ 
ment of the television and radio 
industry has felt for a long time 
that the rating companies are 
the real tyrants that run their 
business 
by 
influencing 
their 
sponsors to take on or cancel 
shows purely on the basis of their 
mass acceptance. 


Senator Russell, chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee. 
said; 
“ We are getting into a queer 
state of affairs .in this country 
when we cannot mention Com­ 
munism in connection with our 
colleges. I yield to no man in my 
respect 
for those who devote 
their lives to the administration 
of our great educational institu­ 
tions But in most instances they 
are far removed from the harsh 
realities of life I shall not aban­ 
don my responsibility to under­ 
take lo protect the Treasury of 
the United States from Commu­ 
nist infiltrators merely because 
I am told that it is an insult to 
thousands of young men in this 
country who seek financial help 
from the government to go to 
college, to ask them to say that 
they are not Communists, or to 
ask them to take ar, oath to sup­ 
port and defend the Constitution 
of the United States." 
Senator Johnston of South Car­ 
olina. Democrat, said; 
“ In the Subcommittee on In­ 
ternal Security, we have found a 
pattern. The Communists use the 
students within the college to 
further their purpose . . . 
“ If we let one nuch person into 
a college . . . he will be protect­ 
ed to a certain extent because 
the student body will say that he 
Is attending the college because 
of payments he is receiving from 
the government of the United 
States, and that tends to turn 
suspicion away from that individ­ 
ual. That us one reason I want to 
throw all the protections possi­ 
ble around those whom we assist 
as students in the colleges of the 
United States." 
To the argument that Commu­ 
nists lie anyhow and hence the 
oath is superfluous or ineffectual, 
many Senators have replied by 
referring to the case of Alger 
Hiss. Because of technicalities, 
he couldn’t be prosecuted 
for 
Communist associations u n d e r 
then exusting laws, but was jailed 
for perjury because he lied under 
oath to a Congressional commit­ 
tee

An attack of epilepsy is easy 
to recognize, especially when the 
victim has a convulsion or a 
blackout. But a physician rarely 
is present when the attack occurs 
and must get his information 
second hand, usually via a by­ 
stander or member of the family. 
The epileptic is of no help in 
describing the incident because 
he loses consciousness and does 
not know what happened. 
The physician must rely upon 
the description of the seizure to 
make the diagnosis. The physical 
examination does not offer any

troencephalogram which records 
the brain waves.

The face of history is scarred 
with gigantic blunders. The bril­ 
liant Caesars, the pompous little 
Napoleons, the hysterical Hitlers, 
have all contributed to the chain 
of human error. 
Often. I 
have 
wondered what the German High 
Command was thinking in the 
first week of June. 1944. when 
they 
permitted 
Eisenhower 
to 
send thousands of ships across 
the English Channel to land an 
army and defeat them. 
The 
Germans 
could 
have 
smashed it at any time between 
May 15th and June 3rd. 
The 
freighters, the landing ships, the 
tugs, the barges, the destroyers 
were all in ports between Ply­ 
mouth and Hastings. 
One big 
fire bomb attack by the *-.uft- 
waffe would have set D-Day back 
six months. 
Hitler didn t order 
It. 
Gerd von Rundstedt. Com­ 
mander in the West, didn't re­ 
quest it. 
Erwin Rommel, com­ 
mander 
of coast 
defenses 
in 
France, didn't think Eisenhower 
was ready. 
What happened to all the high- 
powered brains? 
Until now. no 
one knew 
Simon and Schuster 
has just published a book called 
“The Longest Day." It is written 
by Cornelius Ryan and it leans 
heavily on the technique of tell­ 
ing 
a 
story 
minute-by-minute. 
Mr. Ryan writes so intimately of 
all the great generals and so 
many of the G.I.’s in the boats 
that he recreates D-Day with 
mastery. To my way of thinking. 
it is the most fascinating of the 
World War II books. 
Thirty hours before the D-Day 
landings on June 6th. 1944, Field 
Marshal 
Erwin 
Rommel 
went 
home to visit his wife Maria. Be­ 
fore dawn, he and his aide, Cap­ 
tain Hellmuth Lang, rode through 
La Roche-Guyon en route to Ger­ 
many. 
Rommel left an order 
on his desk to the German 7th 
and 15th Armies; “Every possi­ 
ble effort must be made to com­ 
plete obstacles so a** to make a 
low-tide landing possible only at 
extreme cost to the enemy. . . . 
Work must be pushed forward. 
. . completion to be reported 
to 
my 
headquarters 
by June 
20th." 
Adolf Hitler was at Berchtes- 
gaden sleeping when the first 
J8.000 paratroopers floated down 
out of the night sky over France. 
No one awakened him. 
He and 
Rommel were certain that the 
Russian offensive would open in 
the last week of June, and the 
Allies would attempt to land in 
France at the same time. 
Both 
were certain that the landing 
would be in the Pas de Calais 
area. 
No one in the German hier­ 
archy considered the Cherbourg 
peninsula as an invasion point. 
The Allies, they reasoned, might 
create 
a 
diversionary 
landing 


there, hut the real thing would 
be near Calais, far to the east. 
In the Cherbourg area, the Ger­ 
mans kept battle-fatigued divi­ 
sions. some of which were laced 
with Russian "volunteers ” 
The High Command did not 
think of trying to stop Eisenhow­ 
er's forces bfiore they left Eng- 
land. 
Rommel and some of the 
others kept talking about the big 
battle on the first day of the 
landings as though it was simpler 
to push the Allies back into the 
sea than to sink the ships bring­ 
ing them to France. 
On June 5th. the day before the 
invasion, the German staff order­ 
ed many of their generals to 
Rennes for war games. General 
Erich Marcks was preparing to 
lecture the divisional command­ 
ers. with big maps, on what to do 
in case the Allies landed in the 
Cherbourg area. 
He was still 
studying the maps when he re­ 
ceived an urgent phone call from 
Gen Wilhelm Richter, who shout­ 
ed: 
“ Parachutists have landed 
east of the Orne . . . " 
The time was 2 ll a. rn. of 
June 6th. 
Reports began to fly 
back and forth betv een generals 
on leave and generals playing 
at war games. 
Von Rundstedt'*
